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^Village approves increased tax levy

There was nothing outstand- 
ing about the proposed 2003 tax 
levy for the fiscal year ending April 
30, 2004, so the levy was approved 
by the board of directors of the vil- 
lage of Antioch prior to the Dec. 31 
deadline as required by law. 

No one spolce against the tax 
levy at the public hearing and the 



ordinance was approved unani- 
mously with trustees Scott Pierce 
and Larry Hanson absent. 

The corporate and special pur- 
pose property taxes extended for 
2002 were about $1.6 million. 
Taxes being sought for 2003 for 
these purposes are nearly $1.8 mil- 
lion, a 12 percent increase. 

Taxes extended for debt serv- 
ice for 2002 were a little over 
$300,000. A 31 percent increase, or 
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nearly $400,000, is being soiiglit 
for 2003. 

The total property taxes 
extended for 2002 were about $1.9 
million. The estimated total prop- 
erty taxes to be levied for 2003 are 
nearly S2.2 million, and represent 
a 15 percent increase over the pre- 
vious year. 

The taxes are levied for corpo- 
rate uses, police and fire protec- 
tion, the police pension fund, 
bonded indebtedness, social secu- 
rity, general liability, workmen's 
compensation and municipal 

retirement.

Cora! reefs are on the verge of collapse. 
Can anything be done to save them? 

John Pandolfi, Smithsonian National 
Museum of Natural History paleontologist, 
says there is overwhelming evidence that 
wittioat appropriate protection from human 
influence, the world's coral reefs could be 
almost completely destroyed in just a few 
decades. 

PandoUl's research into coral reefs the 
world's most biologically diverse marine 
ecosystems-has traced widespread habitat 
degradation from the earliest contact widi 
humans many thousands of years ago 
through the present. Many conU ; cqmniuiiiT 
ties, whose structure remained constaht'for' 
more than 100,000 years, have collapsed '^br- 
changed dramatically during the past 20 
years, resuking in potentially reduced species 
diversity. 

Pandolfi will discuss the rich biological 
history of coral reefs and how humans have 
affected them over time during a lecture at 
die Milwaukee Public Museum. "Historical 
Perspectives on the Rapid and Recent 
Degradation of Coral Reefs" will take place 




Thursday, Jan. 8, at 7 p.m. in the museum's 
first-floor Owen J. Gromme Lecture Hall. 

A special showing of "Coral Reef 
Adventure" at the Humphrey IMAX Dome 
Theater will precede the lecture at 6 p.m. Dive 
to the soul of the sea and swim with fish In 
every color of the rainbow. Leam how the 
world's reefs arc under siege from global 
warming, coastal development and overfish- 
ing.

The lecture is the 
ilnal lecture in the museum's 2003-04 Natural 
History Lecture Series. 

Pandoin probed the coral and fossil beds 
of biologically rich tropical reefs worldwide to 
find a fossil record reflecUng a historically 
healdiy reef system. Additionally, Pandolfi 
pored through recorded human 
history-including the captains logs of such 
explorers as Christopher Columbus and 
James Cooke-comparing how current reef 
biodiversity stacks up to the biodiversity of 
centuries past. 

He concludes that the major causes of 
the reefs' declinc-overfishing and poUu- 
tionarc human phenomena that can be 
traced all the way back to the earliest 
human interaction with reef the hunter- 
gatherer era of human history thousands of 
years ago. Though most of the world's reefs 
were substantially degraded even before 
our great-grandparents were born, modern 
impacts contribute heavily in maintaining 
the trajectory of reef degradation. 

In 1987 Pandolfi received a doctorate 
from the University of California-Davis. He 
is coeditor of the- journal "Paleobiology" 
and is author of more than 50 scientific 
publications.

The Marriolt Thealre in Lincolnsliire 
seems to be stuck in a revival mt as of 
late, ofTcring Us audiences some great . 
but show-worn productions such as 
"Showboat," "Tlie Hot Mikado." and now the 
65-ycar-oId "Annie Get Your Gun." 

Irving Berlin's music lit up tlic middle of the 
20di century. Although many of the songs he 
wrote for his Broadway blockbuster "Annie Get 
Your Gim" in the late 1930s became hits and are 
revered as classics today, tlie story line, despite 
being updated and politically corrected for this 
revival, remains irrelevant in this new century. 

Regardless of the waning interest in the 
early West, Berlin's memorable music, and 
Marriott production's Annie, the lively and mul- 
titalented Susan McMonagle, do more tliain save 
the theatrical day in this latest production of the 
best of Berlin. 

Tliis is the vehicle Uiat made Ethel Merman 
a Broadway star, and although the part was 
meant for Judy Garland to do on the silver 
screen, made Betty Mutton, who eventually 
played Annie, a balg Hollywood name. 

Marriott veteran McMonagle leaves tlie 
other two in the shade witii her outstanding 
singing voice and bubbling and endearing per- 



sonality. Merman and Hiittdn "sold** Bcriin's 
songs, while McMonaglc'sihgs the heck out of 
tliem. . 

Her cntliusiasdc country renditions of 
"Doin* Wliat Come Naturally." "You Oiin't Get a 
Man With a Gun," and "I Got die Sun in die 
Morning," steal the show, as do the rest of 
McMonagle's numbers. You laugh with her as 
die innocent and detennincd Annie, and you 
love her and are emotionally moved by Iier as 
she stops the show with a powerful rendition of 
"I Got Lost In His Anns." 

I1ic glittering diamond of this musical is the 
best finale number ever. "Tliere's No Business 
Like Show Business," which ranks right up tliere 
with Beriin's legendary "God Bless America,." 
and "Wliite Christmas." 

Beriin wrote some of Broadway's best musi- 
cal duets for Annie and the love of licr life. Prank 
Butler, played by Edward Waits, including "The 
Giri That I Many, Fhey Say It's Wonderful," 
and "Anything You Qm Do, I Can Do Better." 
Watts looks and sounds good as McMonagle 
sparkles, but he's no John Haite or Howfird Keel. 

It's a good show for the holidays if you treat 
the whole thing as "An Evening Witli Irving 
Beriin's Music." — By Gloria A. Davis

Underage liquor compliance 
sting hits 15 area businesses 



Lake County Sheriff Gary Del Re 

announced the success of a counlywide liquor 

compliance sting. The operadon look place 

during December widi 13 businesses being in 
violadon. 

Members of the Lake County Sheriff 
Criminal Invesdgations Division initiated die 
sUng and underage decoys were recruited to 
assist in die operadon. During each of the 
compliance checks, investigators would give 
an underage decoy a certain amount of cash. 

Then the "cfecoy" would go into a business 
and attempt to purchase alcohol while being 
monitored by investigators. If a clerk sold die 
"decoy" alcohol, investigators would go into 
the store, identify themselves, and write tlie 
store clerk a violation ticket for Unlawful Sale 
of Alcohol to a minor. Tiie alcohol was then 
returned to the store and the investigators 
took the currency back. Each clerk was 
released at the scene. 

"The purpose of this operation was not to 
hinder business for law abiding owners, but to 
ensure that employee's of these business's 
were abiding by die laws of Illinois and not 
selling alcohol to people under die age of 21," 
Del Re said.

Scenic byways 




preserving 



Kane County, on the western edge of the metropolitan 
area, has heen experiencing Ilie idntl of growth and 
development liic past several years that engulfed Lake 
County (WO decades ago. 
With a history of settlement paralleling that of Lake County, 
Kane has many scenic byways that bestow character and color 
(hat arc endangered by urban sprawl. How many country 
tableaus in Lake County now are only memories, replaced by . 
suburban rooftops, blackstop, strip malls and modem Intersec- 
tions? 

As a tool to slow down pell mell growth, Kane County resi- 
dents in 2000 enacted a unique "rustic road" designation as part 
of planning and zoning control. Preservationists hailed the first 
designated rustic road in December as a landmark event. It took 
a long time coming, but saving expansive scenic views and 150 (o 
200-year-old (recs is considered well, worth tlie effort Kane 
County dready hasa historic-pniservation ordiriance. 

As we imdc^tkid.iti after des^^ 
changes in the nistic road corridor will require approval of the 
county's Historic Preservation Commission. Safety and mainte- 
nance work cannot he blocked. Hie designation isn't so far reach- 
ing that development can be stopped in its tracks. Changes are 
applicable only with support of property owners. Otherwise, the 
countiy roadway remains much like it has been for the past 100 
years or so. 

Still, llie ideniificalion elevates a scenic roadway to protected . 
status. 

Lest you think Kane has been taken over by tree buggers, con- 
trolled grovyth advocate" a s^^ recently when 
County Board Chairman KfichacI Mcboy, an outspoken support- 
er of reigning in mushroom growth, announced diat he will not 
seek re-election. McCoy has been scolded conrtantly by develop- 
ers and is considered a leader of forces out to sidetrack plans to 
build a new expressway through Kane and Kendall counties to 
connect Interstates 80 and 08. Pro-growth candidates in botli par- 
tics already arc lining up to succeed McCoy. 

A precious few side roads remain In Lake County that provide 
links to a rural heritage, lliese byways are worth preserving. If 
Lake County doesn't want to copy (lie "rustic road" model, a local 
version -to accomplish the same goals vvould be flnc.

It is important to their pre- 
sent and future and parents are the primary 
teachers. So, for those of you who are teach- 
ing your kids how to be respectfiilj mannerly 
and how to mtch out foroth^^^ 
you.

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your doctor about strokes 



S troke is the third leading cause of 
death and the leading cause of 
adult disability in the United States. 
Every year, stroke strikes approxi- 
mately 750,000 Americans, killing 160,000 
and forever changing the lives of many who 
survive. The good news is that up to 80 per- 
cent of strokes can be prevented every year; 
the bad news Is that studies conducted by 
the National Stroke Association show that 
fewer than 30 percent of those surveyed 
said their doctors discussed the topic of 
stroke during annual-exams. 

A stroke is a "brain attack," cutting off 
vital blood and oxygen to the brain cells 
that control everything we do - from speak- 
ing to walking to breathing. Most strokes 
occur, when arteries are blocked by blood 
clots or by the gradual bulld-up of plaque 
and other fatty deposits. Some strokes can . 
be caused by arteries rupturing when weak 
spots on the blood vessel wall break. 

To help patients get the information 
they need to control their risk factors for 
stroke, the National Stroke Association has 
launched the Ask Your Doctor education 
campaign, urging you to ask your doctor 




the following fivc'questions on your next 
visit. 

1 . Am I at risk for stroke? 

Most people have some stroke risk. A 
few stroke risk factors arc beyond your con- 
trol, such as being over age 55, being a 
male, being an African-American, having 
diabetes, and having a family history of 
stroke. 

There are medical and lifestyle risk fac-. 
tors you can contrpl. Medical stroke risk ' 
factors ihcliide previous stroke, previous 
episode of transient ischemic attack, or 
"TIA," high cholesterol, high blood pres- 
sure, heart disease, atrial nbrillation and 
carotid artery disease. Lifestyle stroke risk 
factors include smoking, being overweight, 
and drinking too.much alcohol. 

2. How do 1 lower my risk for stroke? 

Address the risk factors you can control. 
Know your blood pressurS*anH work with 
your doctor to keep (ruriiJercontrol. If you 
smoke, stop. If you drink alcohol, do so in 
moderation. Know your cholesterol, and if 
it is high, ask your doctor for advice on low- 
ering it. If you have diabetes, follow 
your doctor's recommendations 
carefully to control your condition. 
Include exercise in your daily rou- 
tine; a brisk walk, swim or other 
activity for as little as 30 minutes a 

day can improve your health in 
many ways. Cut down on sodium 
and fat in your diet. Finally, ask your 
doctor if you have circulation prob- 
lems. 

3. What if I have a stroke? 

If you have a stroke, seek immedi- 
ate medical attention — stroke is ah 
emergency. Learn to recognize 
stroke symptoms. Common symp- 
toms include: sudden numbness or 
weakness of the face, arm or leg 
especially on one side of the body; 

sudden confusion, trouble speaking 
or understanding; sudden trouble 

seeing in one or both eyes; sudden 



trouble walking, dizziness, loss of balance 
or coordination; and sudden severe 
headache with no known cause. Call 911 if 
you see or have any of these symptoms. 
Treatment can be more effective if given 
promptly — every minute counts.

4. What arc my recovery and rcliab 
options after my stroke? 

Rehabilitation starts in the hospital as 
soon as possible after the stroke. In patients 
who are stable* rehabilitation maybegin 
immediately after the stroke, and should 
be continued as necessary after release 
from the hospital. Depending on the 
severity of the stroke, rehabilitation 
options include physical, speech or 
occupational therapy delivered in a 
number of settings: a rehab unit in the 
hospital, a rehabilitation hospital, home 
therapy, outpatient therapy clinics, and a 



long-term care facility that provides 
therapy and skilled nursing care. 

5, How can I support those touched by 
stroke? 

\ If you are the primary caregiver for a - ' 
stroke patient, you may want to And a sup- - 
port group. Check with your doctor or hos- 
pital, or contact the National Stroke 
Association. If a friend or relative has a 
Stroke, offer to relieve the caregiver for li 
few hours a week; volunteer to run errands, 
do grocery shopping or provide meals. 
Don't be afraid to ask the patient and care- 
giver what they need.

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How to 

New Years 
resolution stick 



At the beginning of each year so many of us commit to 
changes and wortliy goals to be accomplished in the next twelve 
niondis only to be disappointed come next December 31 when 
we discover we arc no closer to acliieving those resolutions than 
we were on January 1. 

The noble resolutions we made early-on became unstuck. 
Mere arc four useful suggestions to increase the probability that 
your New Year's resolutions will stick this year. 

1 . Quantify It. Sometimes we are just too vnguc about what 
we want. Therefore, a resolution such as, "I want to lose weight 
this year" will probably fail. It is loo vague. How much weiglU? 

Be specific Wliat \vould your Ideal weiglit be. less what do 
you weigh now. Is what you are going af^cr. It is not enough to 
resolve that, "I \vant enough money In tlic bank this year". 

Quantify Wlint specific amount would sooUie your soul? 

2. Set a deadline. Resolutions that arc to be achieved "as 
soon as possible" wind up in the heap of "Someday I'll". 
Deadlines are conunitmcnts. Without a deadline as a self- 
imposed pressure point, getting started is easily postponed. You 
see, deadlines put us on the line and define when failure occurs. 
Deadlines also help us to break llie resolution down into little 
bite-sized pieces. For example, if your goal is to lose 25 pounds by 
June 30, that^tianslalcs into approximately 4 pounds per month, 
one pbiiny pe^^^ reduction of caloric intake (or an 
incrcosbln daily caloric bum) of just 500 calories per day Now 
that's manageable. 500 calories a day is easy to achieve. 25 
pounds seems like a leap across the Grand Gmyon. Until we 
quantify our goal, set a deadline, then break it down to its daily 
rcciuirements, the resolution will forever seem unattainable. 

3. Change one or two things at a time. We generally do not 
like change In the first place. We seek the familiar and avoid the 
strange. The more change you put yourself througli, the higher 
the probability your campaign will collapse. Focus In on one or 
two of the more iniportaiu resolutions you seek to accomplish 
this year. Wlien you achieve one or the other, start on the next 
one. Don't overwhelm yourself with too much change all at 
once, . ; 

4. Be realistic Tliere's just something aboutthp'^stait of 
new year that gets us all wound up for changes in our lives, 
sometimes extraordinary and unrealistic changes. We become 
much like the child in the candy store whose eyes are bigger than 
his stomach. Be realistic. You can only accomplish a certain 
amount witlVm a period of lime. — By Dr. Donald E Wetmore

I recently talked to a pcnon who has bcvn cmplojTti in constnictJun for 
more than 30 lie told me that he |olned the union tx-cause he 
could nuke more money and he would have a more secure future. Over 
time, many of the building contractors in his ana of ihc country started 
to use non-union labor, lie recogniml the trend and resented ilmsc who 
were hiring tltc non-union n-orkcrs. ^Chcn he ft'xs offered opponuniilcs 
to |oin some of those orRantzailons he not only didlncd the offer, but 
also sliarcd his tlioughls on how non-union hulldni were destroying the 
economy. He has great skills and has alwaj's been souglit by the builders. 
Since he had significant scnjorlty, he thought dial he woukl ^e^er be 
without a )ob. Ileb. In fact, the constnicUon unions In Uiat pari of the 
«orld ha^c almost disappeared. 

Itc Is having a difncult lime flmllng a dilTerent fob for several reasons. 
Flrstiy, he Is older and many of ihc bullden arc looking for joungcr 
workers. Secondl); his salary b higher than most of diose with equal 
skills. Subsc<{uentiy, most employm arc conccmed that he will taltc a 
fob temporarily until a higher pa)1ng fob opens up efses^tKre (a com- 
mon concern for lliosc who do hiring.) Hnaliy, when he shared his opin- 
ions aboul d)e ethics of various buiiilers, he iilcnaicd many of dicm. In 
fad, Uiosc concerns wt-rc more aboul his opinion than they w-ert aboul 
ethics. But thb l«vv>n Is nol aboul unions. I'niuns hi>-c served a great 
scnice In this country. Many still do.

• Commit to be vtllllng to make career choices and changes based on the 
trends. We certainly should not change jobs evviy time we observe a 
mUior drift I lowwer, an established trend must be addressed. Vcneed 
to make decisions about the trend or the trend will make dedslons for 



us. 

• Never bum brldgts. If an act b illegal, we need to eo to the proper 
authorities. If die nhlcs of a business docs nol meet industry standards, 

w slwuld challenge those dedslons wlih the gendencss and respect dial 
b due to each person dul Is on the face of this canh. Even In the mrst 
siluaUon, fti: can handle die problem with grace.

community of homes should be 
one of the home builder's chief 
concerns, then; Is more to doing 
so than first meets the eye. 
"Tliedevil is in the details." 
remarks Tom Robinson, president of the 
Rosellc:based Robinson Development Inc. and 
scnlori^^^^Jdent of the Home Builders 
Assn. of dircatcrQircago. Me is saving 350 
malurc trees at a suburban development. 

As a result of Robinsons conservation 
efforts, unusual steps were being taken in the 
installation of the new community's infra- 
stmclure, and such special practices are con- 
tinuing in die construction of the homes. 

"Despite all tlie exua steps diat need to be 
taken, there is no other option for any home 
builder worth his salt " said Robinson. 
"Mature trees — especially in a situation 
like ours where the trees arc massive 
and several hundred years old — arc 
an amenity you just can't replace." 

But the task of preserving them 
is no simple matter. According to 
"Builder Greener Neigliborhoods: p2=^ 
l>ees.as Part of the Plan," published by the 
National Assn. of Home Builders and the con- 
servation group American Poircstsi the roiitc 
to a healthy relationship between new homes 
and mature trees starts at the root — or 
rather, roots — of the situation. 

The most important part of tlie 
tree, tlie root system' is susceptlble to 
nearby construction, aiTd can be 
damaged by compacted soil. The size 
of the root network can make U a 
„dauntio£.Utsk.;Aj.Oakcrp5tji§tQtes 



crews liavc avoided them by angling pipes 
imde; and around the roots "wtilch means 
you can't dig a trench and put the pipe in — 
you have to burrow in on an angle, and it can 
be a very creative process sometimes," said 
Robinson. 

Besides becoming compacted, the soil 
can also become contaminated; concrete, 
asphalt, oil-liascd palms and odicr common 
worksite materials can leach Into the ground 
and kill trees from the bottom up.

IJku the gardener in nil of us, you arc itching to get 
back out in the yard and enjoy liic warm weatlier, but, 
yes, it is winter in our area. You wisli there was some- 
thing you could do regarding your landscape during 
lliese cold blistery days, but wiiat? 'ilie answer is sim- 
ple — plan for spring. It's early in the season, and you 
may not have even flgured out yet liow to assemble ttie kids' new 
Christmas toys, but winter is Uie perfect time to start thinking 
about tlio upcoming spring planting season. 

Plan ahead! 

1. Study the views from your house. Are tlierc any siglit 
lines, due to the absent of leaves on your existing plants, you 
would like to screen with evergreens? Take pictures of tliese 
areas or actually mark specific locations where new plants 
would be placed. Besides locations, take note on the plant 
\vi3th and hciglit required to adequately screen the unwanted 
view. With this information in hand, you and your designer 
will not be guessing on the placement, size, and type of plant 
needed once leaves again emerge in the spring. 

2. Besides adding some screening, why not add interest to 
your winter landsoipe? Consider planting varieties of plants tlial 
hold berries into the winter and attract birds. Consider orna- 
mental gnisses, which can be left standing throughout the winter. 
Besides some visual interest, tliesc grasses actually add some 
audible interest when the wind nislics througli the dry leaves. 

3. IjQok also at the way your plants are pruned. Most peo- 
ple only think about liow a plant, when properly pnined, looks 
in the summer. Bui actually, a plant that is pruned correctly 
adds an enonnous amount of interest to a landscape. This is 
especially true with species such as hawthorn, pagoda dog- 
wood, and cnib;ipplL'. Ikfore you run out of the house willi the 



new pmning tools given to you for Christmas, remember not to 
shear evergreens such as yews diis time of year because the 
frozen open needles will be prone to drying and windbum, 
causing the plant to brown. 

4. If planning on contracting out landscape design /instal- 
lation work, start now. Spring is about ten wccl^ awayr imd^^ 
Is the extremely busy landscape scasoti.'^Ciini^^ 
designers' backlog of work can easily grow intoseveral rnontHs 
once planting season begins. Be aware diat some plants, such 
as alder, beech, birch, oak, pear, red maple and willow, should 
be dug in spring before die leaves emerge, adding more impor- 
tance to planning aliead^ 

5. If you simply must get outside in die yard now, tlicrc arc 
some winter chores one can, and should do: 

0. GenUy remove light snow from sensitive evergreens such 
as arborvitae and yew. Do not, however, attempt to knock 
packed snow or ice off any plants. Once snow and ice has frozen 
to Uic stems, attempts to remove It will cause more harm Uian 
good. Let die plant cope widi die weight — in most cases It will 
regain Its shape once die snow 
and ice melt. 

b. Water evergreens 
during any winter warm 
spells. Remember that 
evergreens, are losing mois- 
ture thrpughbut the'win- 
tei" months wiUiout the 
benefit of rain to replen- 
ish die water in the 
plant's root zone, 
livergrecns planted 
reccndy, in the past two or 
three yenrs, should receive .i 
the most atteiUion.
